La Rache sank rapidly and a panic 
followed.

crew aboard. These took to the boats, 
but up to the filing of the dispatch 
only forty-seven had landed. 
Defee 
tive communications make it impossi­ 
ble to obtain complete details, but the 
latest reports state that seventeen wo 
men were drowned. 
It is known that 
forty-seven survivors were landed at 
Muros, but that two of them have 
since 
died.

According to official 
lists the l.a 
Rache carried ninety- 
eight of a crew, including stewards, 
waiters, etc., and ninety seven passeii- 
bers. 
The La Rache came from Cadiz, 
where she had landed part of her pas­ 
sengers.

Muros when on account of the fog 
she headed 
for Corunna. 
She sud­ 
denly ran upon a rock, but the cap­ 
tain, who knew the coast well, got his 
vessel off. 
Almost immediately she 
ran upon another rock, which was un­ 
charted. 
The steamer, according to a survivor 
of the crew, sank within a few min­ 
utes. 
The heavy sea. which was run­ 
ning at the time, destroyed two of the 
lifeboats. 
Boats from the neighbor 
Ing fishing villages went to the res­ 
cue, but were able to do but little for 
a time owing to the weather condi 
tions.

I>r. A. Calmette, a French scientist. 
In a recent number of La Itevue du 
Moise predh ts that mankind will have 
to engage in a general warfare ou 
rats lteforn many more years elapse If 
the world Is to continue to Is» habita­ 
ble. 
He points out that the peril 
comes from the migratory rat, which 
follows the march of men Into every 
clime. 
Bats of other breeds have been 
known ever since man began to keep 
records. 
The migratory or sewer rat 
Is 11 rat mentioned In 1020, when he 
was a native of Persia and East In­ 
dia. 
lie did not invade Europe until 
the eighteenth century. 
Professor Calmette says that 
the 
sewer rat did not appear In America 
until 180T». 
As late as 1870 he had not 
yet reached the headwaters of the. 
Missouri. 
By 1000 he bad gone up to 
the permanent ice belt. 
At present, the scientist continues, 
this migratory rodent Is destroying In 
the West Indies, In the Azores and In 
the Cape Verde Islands annually hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of coffee, banana, sugar and orange 
plantations. 
As a sam ple of what he can do the 
case of an Island In the estuary of the 
river Humber is cited. 
This island 
once kept In condition all the year 
around about 3.000 head of cattle. The 
place was Infested by 
rats fifteen 
years ago. 
Today there Is not enough 
verdure on the island to nourish a 
rabbit. 
Dr. Calmette says within two years 
a single pair of rats will ordinarily 
multiply to 1,536.

The story of the existence of a big 
ship on a high hill overlooking a string 
of lakes fifty miles from the bead of 
Cbnndelaire river has l»een brought to 
Dawson by N. J. Brown, a recent ar­ 
rival from that district, says a Tacoma 
dispatch. 
It fits in with the story told 
yearsago of the "finding of Noah’sark.” 
The big structure as described by 
Brown may have been a Russian fort. 
He believes it was a sort of floating 
fort constructed In some of the lakes 
by early Russian settlers and later 
abandoned. 
The 
structure 
is 
one 
story high, measuring twelve' to four­ 
teen feet to the eaves. 
It is 100 yards 
long. Brown says, and is made with 
copper nails, bolts and washers. 
It 
has doors and windows In the upper 
works and bears peculiar letters un­ 
known by any traveler, besides some 
Russian words. 
Indians in the vicinity go to the near­ 
by lakes to fish. 
Some of them have 
used the huge craft for drying salmon. 
A majority of the tribe, however, are 
superstitious, aud the whole tril*e has 
now moved a hundred miles to get 
a w a y from it.

Dr. A. Calmette, a French scientist, 
in a recent number of La Revue du I 
Moise predicts that mankind will have 
to engage In a general warfare on 
rats bef"*1® many more years elapse If 
the world is to continue to be habita­ 
ble. 
Ile points out that the peril 
comes from the migratory rat, which 
follows the march of men into every 
clime. 
Rats of other breeds have been 
known ever since man began to keep 
records. 
The migratory or server rat 
la first mentioned in 1G20, when he 
was a native of Persia and East In­ 
dia. 
Ile did not invade Europe until 
the eighteenth century. 
Professor Calmette says that the 
sewer rat did not appear in America 
until 1865. 
As late as 1870 he had not 
yet reached the headw aters of the. 
Missouri. 
By 1900 he had gone up to 
the perm anent ice belt. 
At present, the scientist continues, 
this m igratory rodent Is destroying in 
the W est Indies, in the Azores and in 
the Cape Verde islands annually hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of coffee, banana, sugar and orange 
plantations. 
As a sample of w hat he can do the 
case of an island In the estuary of the 
river H um ber Is cited. 
This island 
once kept in condition all the year 
around about 3,000 head of cattle. The 
place was infested by ra ts fifteen 
years ago. 
Today there is not enough 
verdure on the island to nourish a 
rabbit. 
Dr. Calm ette says within two years 
a single pair of rats will ordinarily 
multiply to 1.536.
